FROM THE 6 Reber ART FILES 


Lots of readers write in, asking to draw for us or sending unsolicited drawings. We don't accept art that comes in 
“over the transom," but for those who want to know how our illustrators work, we present some notes on how to 
draw our favorite bunny. : 


CONSTRUCTION 


Roger is about four heads high. He has a bean-shaped head with a long, pear-shaped body and large, flat feet, 
which give him a triangular shape. Keep that shape in mind while drawing him. 


Many artists draw Roger shoulder-high or chest-high to an adult human. He actually is about three feet high, and 
the top of his head reaches the hips of an adult human. 


Specific featin 
Roger has tubular arms with "Mickey Mouse" hands. Keep his crotch low. 
Roger has a lot of detail that's easy to forget. Don't neglect: 


three pads on the bottom of each foot; polka dots on his bow tie; 
three lines on the back of each glove; a patch around his tail. 


THE FACE AND HEAD 


Roger has spoon-shaped ears, as long as his feet. 

His eyes bulge and have circular pupils. 

In profile, push his nose up. 

His tooth is offset to one side. 

His nose is roughly triangular and has a highlight. 

Some artists forget to draw his whiskers. Don't be one of these artists! 

Use his whiskers and ears to express his mood. For example, they stick out straight when he's startled, and 
they sag when he's sad. 


Note head shape. The eyes fit in an oval. Avoid "buzz" hair

The humor, 
plotting, pacing and art were all very 
good. 

However, | am bothered by the 
prospect of a monthly "Maroon Car- 
toon." It's obvious that if Maroon 
really existed in the 1940's, the car- 
toons it put out would have been the 
most formulaic, repetitive ones on 
the market, without a chance for real 
success. When it comes to formula 
series of the past like "Road Runner" 
or "Tom and Jerry," the strength of 
the individual characters’ personali- 
ties was strong enough to add 
distinct variety to the cartoons de- 
spite their following a formula. 

But Roger and Baby Herman as 
depicted in "Maroon Cartoons" (on 
and off the comic page) are one- 
dimensional characters. Roger's al- 
ways panicked and determined to 
get Baby Herman, and Baby Her- 
man is always a one-dimensional 
“innocent.”
